Jacksonville. Fla., March 23.— Tie exodus from 
Moucricf Park lias begun, about fifteen owners hav- 
ing already packed up and departed. 'Hie major 
portion of them went to tin* Kentucky tracks, while 
some few shipped to Norfolk. When the announce- 
ment was made that there would be no racing on 
the metropolitan tracks this summer, many of the 
horsemen racing here changed their plans and in- 
stead of going to Norfolk or Pimlico, they will ship 
to Lexington or Louisville. The fart that there 
will Ik* sixty-five days of racing on tin* Kentucky 
courses before the summer respite, with few and 
short shipments, has impressed the horsemen. About 
eight carloads of horses will leave here for Denver 
at the conclusion of the meeting. Included in ibis 
shipment will be the strings owned by R. D. Wil 
liams, S. A. Clopton, Kcxuil Stable, a division of 
F. ,1. Pons’ stable. W. F. Westmoreland, J. <). 
Holder. .1. II. Morgan. S. J. Warner and T. Pettie. 
Mr. Clopton is gathering together a new string to 
race on the inter-mountain circuit, lit* lias recently 
» purchased or claimed Merman, Annie Russell. Eagle 
Bird uml Marie Hyde, and these, together with 
Muff and a couple of others that he reserved from 
his sale, will make up his string during the coming 
summer. It. 1). Williams was talking of sending 
his stable east to be disposed of. but the announce- 
ment of no racing there was responsible for liis de- 
cision to ship to Denver. 

About ten carloads will go direct to Marlboro 
track from here and from there to Montreal to take 
part in tlio half mile track racing. C. C. Campau, 
who has been connected with the Moncrief manage 
incut all winter, has been engaged to act as secre- 
tary for the King Edward Park and Dclorimier 
Park meetings, and John Boden will be steward at 
both courses. It is said that the King Edward Park 
plant has ‘been improved. William Murray will .do 
t la* starting at his track and also at Dufferin Park, 
while James Milioti will start at Dclorimier Park. 

In the meantime the big tracks in the Dominion 
bare announced that all of their purses and stakes 
this year will he Increased. Woodbine, which is 
first «>n the circuit, will o|h*ii with the pari-mutuels. 
II will be the first time that the mechanical method 
• •f betting has been operated on any of the Canadian 
tracks and it really looks that they will be installed 
at other Cauudiau tracks if they prove successful 
at Toronto. 

The meeting here this winter lias been a most 
successful one. The management lias ruled with an 
iron hand and many supposed wrong doers have been 
brought up with a sharp turn. The sport has been 
uniformly clean and even the chronic kickers have 
found little to complain of. It was supposed that 
the $2 admission fee would reduce the attendance, 
but the patronage has been fully up to the standard 
of last season. The ladies* days have proven strong 
attractions with local folk, the novelty races pro- 
vided on these- occasions arousing much enthusiasm, 
out- who has never witnessed a race between man. 
beasts and machines can hardly realize the excite- 
ment that these contests produce. Manager Brown 
had the < suabilities of all three well sized up and 
the handicaps were excellent. 

The American Derby, which will be run on Sat 
urday next, is keeping alive interest in the racing 
during these closing days of the meeting. The field 
is narrowing down to about half a dozen. Despite 
the story sent out that Albert Simons had engaged 
Eddie Dugan to come down and ride Lahore in the 
American Derby, it is said that James Rowe lias sent 
instructions nor to rush Lahore, which means that 
he is a doubtful Derby starter. Lahore was stricken 
with an attack of skin disease about a month ago. 
which necessitated his being temporarily thrown out 
of training. 

The Schorr stable, which sprang a surprise in the 
Florida Special, may repeat with Star ( barter in 
the Derby. This colt has not been running to bis 
best form in recent races, but his people may have 
1 m • 1 1 reserving him with an eye on the Derby. Star 
Charter is a fair colt. Jockey J. Wilson will prob- 
ably have the mount. 

John Duffy, who is giving The Nigger li is prepara- 
tion for tin* Derby, reports that the black son of 
Hamburg is doing all that is asked of him. The 
Nigger’s rn«*e in the Florida Special earned him 
many friends, who look to him to win the Derby. 
This good colt has demonstrated that lie is fast, 
game and a stayer. He is not an easy horse to 
ride, because he will not stand for being placed. 
McCahey attempted to place him in a race one day 
and ho quit almost to a walk and tried to savage 
his rider. I»ftus, who has ridden him in his recent 
races, will have the Derby mouut on The Nigger. 

Governor Gray’s showing in a three-quarter mile 
race here a few days ago. when lie won in fast time 
after Iwing almost left at the post, was a meritorious 
performance and one that indicates lie will have to 
be reckoned with in making calculations on the out- 
come of the Derby. This horse has improved a lot 
in the last month or so and looks to have settled 
down to real work in his races. Unlike The Nigger 
ho cam easily be placed and can either go to the 
front or come from behlud. He is the hope of the 
Kentuckians for the race and will have many sup- 
porters. 

The veteran Irainer. W. I*. Burch, is tittiug a 
couple of shifty candidates for the Derby in Joe 
Kenyon and Dr. Duennor. Rotli are doing all that 
their trainer has asked of them and Dr. Duenner is 
especially good just now. The latter is rather a 
hard horse to handle. He is a heavy-headed fellow 
and will not run for a light lad. requiring a hustling 
jockey. 

Messenger Roy and Mud Sill are the two dark 
horses in the race. The former is a good stayer 
and is owned by Eugene Lutz of Covington. Ky. lie 
is ;i good looker. Mud .Sill is a maiden, but has been 
higlilv tried. He has been to the barrier only once. 
About a week or ten days ago Mud Sill worked 
well enough to warrant his having a chance, aud he 
mar turn out to be a factor. 

The rain of this week was very welcome. The 
long-continued dry spell had made the track treach- 
erous. There seemed to be no stability to the foot- 
ing. the top soil cupping under the horses, which 
resulted in many of them wrenching ankles, hitting 
themselves and grabbing their quarters. The rains 
of the past few days has improved the course won- 
\ iN ifully and there is less complaint front the horse- 
men oil the score of lante horses. 

An evenly balanced program of seven races was 
offered patrons of Moncrief Park thi< afternoon. 
The feature was the Florida Juvenile Stakes, a dash 
of five-eighths in which a field of ten ol the best 
two-year-olds developed here went to the post. 
Thomas C. McDowell furnished the winner in High 
Brow, which came from behind in the stretch to 
win going away by a length and a half from Gold 
Min**, which in turn boat Duval a neck for second 
place. Joe Knight followed a head behind. The 
last-named ran a remarkable race and easily demon- 
strated that he is the cliampiou of bis age here. 



Louisville. Ky., March 25. — The announcement 
that there will be no racing on the metropolitan 
courses this year unless relief is obtained from the 
provisions of the drastic directors’ liability law, 
will have the effect of sending to Churchill Downs 
and other tracks some of the greatest race horses in 
America. Prospects for exceptionally fine racing 
at Churchill Downs were never brighter. The out- 
look for sport of a superior kind never approached 
the prospects for this spring. More than 1.200 en 
tries have been made for the feature events, break- 
ing all Kentucky records. 

Racing at Juarez will close April 2 and immedi- 
ately there after horsemen who have been racing 
in Mexico will ship their charges to Kentucky. 
Several have already arrived with their stables ami 
those who have been campaigning in Florida arc 
shipping or preparing to ship to this state. 

Charles F. Grainger, president of the New Louis 
ville Jockey Club, says that the race-going public 
will be treated to the highest class of sport at Hie 
Downs beginning May FI that that historic course 
! lias ever enjoyed. He says that while preceding 
meetings have been marked by extraordinary class, 
the spring session this year will far outclass all that 
have preceded It. Many improvements are being 
made at Churchill Downs and President Craiugei 
is keeping a watchful eye on the work. A larg* 
force <>f men has been employed for several weeks 
and on account of the favorable weather derided 
progress has been made. Everything will be in 
readiness at least three weeks before racing begins. 
One of flic most noticeable chauges is the removal 
of the paddock to a point north of the grandstand 
and west of the long row of stables extending along 
the stretch and near the final turn for the finish. 
This will bo surrounded by trees and a beautiful 
lawn. The roadway from the main entrance to the 
grandstand has been widened twelve feet. The sec- 
retary’s office lias been jollied to the 'pari-mutuel 
offices and in this department alterations have been 
made to accommodate two additional cashiers, mak- 
ing seventeen in all. In the betting ring, newly con- 
structed mutucl machines will be installed, twenty 
one in number. The booths will be patterned after 
the space in which the teller in a bank stands. They 
will Ik* so constructed that congestion of the crowd 
will be impossible. One man will sell tickets and 
register the sale at the same instant. The machine 
will indicate the total number of tickets sold, show- 
ing in dollars the aggregate wagered. The betting 
ring will resemble a counting house. 

Among the many prominent turfmen having eli- 
gible* for the coming Kentucky Derby is R. F. Car- 
man. a well-known millionaire of New York. Last 
season the members of his stable won more race* 
than any other string of horses racing in America 
and in aggregate of money won he stood third in tlu* 
list of winning owners. Horses racing in his colors 
in 1P10 won no less than 105 races aud earned $64,- 
440 in stakes and purses. 

The three-year -old he is having prepared for the 
Kentucky Derbv this spring is Meridian, a handsome 
bay colt* by Broomstick, out of that good race marc. 
Sue Smith. This youngster was bred in the Se no lit a 
Stud, which was left by the famous turfman, (’apt. 
Sam Brown of Pittsburg to his brother. Capt. Harry 
Brown. The former won the Derby in 1905 with 
Agile, which was trained by the late Louisville 
horseman. Robert Tucker, a brilliant light of the 
turf in his line. As a yearling Meridian was pur- 
chased by C- L. Harrison, who had the unlucky 
Waldo prepared for the big race in 1910, and he 
raced the son of Broomstick as a two-year-old last 
season. When Mr. Harrisou sold out a bnneb of his 
horses at auction Meridian was among the number, 
and it was then that Mr. Carman got him, paying 
for him $5,100. 

Meridian started a dozen times last seasou, win- 
ning three races and Indug placed in four other 
starts. His last win was at Montreal in the fall, 
when lie heat a good filly like Edda with ease. 
Edda is the filly that beat the Kentucky Derby 
favorite. Round the World, in the Fort Thomas 
Handicap at Iaitonia last fall and won seven other 
races as a two-year-old in 1910. 

When Mr. Carman sent his stable to the Kenton 
County track last fall he left Meridian in the east, 
having in view the colt’s three-year old engagements, 
and he now figures on sending him to Churchill 
Downs early for a careful preparation for the big 
race. The ‘son of Broomstick is not new to the 
New Louisville Jockey Club race track, as it was 
over tiiis course lie received his first training as a 
two-year-old. Raleigh Colston having him in his barn 
then as a stable companion of the noted Waldo. 
Meridian traces to blood lines that gave the turf 
the famous Henry of Navarre. His dam. Sue Smith, 
a stake winner, is out of Ethel Lee, also a stake 
winner. Tin* latter was by Whistle Jacket, a son 
of the English Derby winner. Hermit, and her dam 
was Marmora, by Falsetto, she being out of Mar- 
moset. by Glenelg. The next dam. Maroon, by Glen- 
coe. gave the turf two good horses in Local and 
Baltimore, and tin* superior producers Ada Kenuett 
and Scarlet, the latter the grandam uf Henry of 
Navarre. 

Individually Meridian is a Derby type. He lias an 
abundance of size and is on a more heroic build than 
is his sire, the brilliant Broomstick. The latter is 
a son of Ben Brush, the Kentucky Derby winner of 
1890. and in his turf career Meridian’s sire won 
$7.1,825 on the turf. lie also shares with Olauibala 
the honor of the American record at a mile and a 
quarter, and was the first American liorse to rim 
lhat distance in 2:02$. This is the Kentucky Derby 
route, which liis sou in the Carman stable will be 



Jockey MeTaggart. who has been riding in poor 
form of late, was unprepared when the barrier was 
sprung, with the result that Joe Knight was almost 
left at the post. The others ran away from him in 
the first quarter and before they bad gone an eighth 
he was fully a dozen lengths behind tin* leader. 
In the run through the homestretch, when Joe Knight 
settled well into liis stride, lie closed with a great 
burst of speed and at the finish was outrunning all 
his company. He was much tin* best of his field and 
would have won easily with fair racing luck. 

It was a great day for followers of jockey T. 
Koerner, which go<al rider scored with four of his 
mounts. Naughty Lad. High Brow. Parkview and 
Falcada. Two of them came from the stable of his 
employer. Wayne O. Joplin. 

Jockeys T. Ijuinlan and Jensen were suspended for 
the remainder of the meeting by the starter for 
disobedience at the post. 

Amore t, the beaten favorite in the sixth race, 
was claimed by C. D. Ray for $1,025. 

A number of horsemen and turf followers from 
Tampa were visitors at Moncrief this afternoon. 
Among them was E. C. Smith, who acted as racing 
secretary at Tampa and Pensacola. Mr. Smith is on 
ids way back to New York, lie will leave for the 
north tomorrow morning. Col. J. S. Brown of Tampa 
has been engaged to act as presiding judge for the 
meeting which will open at Pensacola on Friday 
next. 

J. Pel) i nock arrived from the north this morning 
and witnessed the races here this afternoon. He is 
on his way to New Orleans to attend a meeting of 
the New Orleans Jockev Club, which will be held 
on Tuesday next. J. B. Respess will also be in 
New Orleans to attend this meeting. 

J. S. Hawkins left for Lexington tonight t# take 
up Ids horses that wintered in Kentucky. 

T. T. Johnson, the Oklahoma banker, who was 
interested with Guy Gray Lu the ownership of the 



asked to go at Churchill Downs May 13. Broom- 
stick is now in Harry Payne Whitney’s New .Jersey 
Brookdale Stud. Meridian will be R. F. Carman’s 
first starter under colors in the Kentucky Derby, 
aud the millionaire Turfman will come to Churchill 
Downs with a party of New York friends to see the 
big race run. 

It is anticipated that the 1911 Kentucky Derby 
will be witnessed by the greatest attendance in the 
long history of the race. The free field will again 
prevail and the general public can thus see the 
running of the big race without the expenditure of 
a single cent, if it is so desired. 

The Churchill Downs management has an idea 
that the Derby field will be unusually large this 
year and may perhaps top the record of the big race 
in lliis respect. It is figured that because a filly. 
Bound the World is favorite for the race, and no 
filly has ever been able to win it. that owners of 
Derby eligible* generally will be more ready to take 
a cliance than if the favorite w-as a colt. It is 
also pointed out that in the last few seasons, winter 
favorites for Ibis event have mostly met with dis- 
aster before the running of the race. Last spring, 
after being heralded all winter as a sure winner, 
Waldo went wrong on Hr* eve of the race and never 
went to the post on Derby day. In his year, half 
a dozen other cligibles were more talked of before 
the race than was Wintcrgreen. the winner of 
1909. and neither were Pink Star, the victor in 
1!M)7. nor Stone Street, the Derby winner of 190S, 
mentioned as having much of a chance three weeks 
before thu race. 

Back in tlie early days Derby horses of t lie winter 
type were much as those of recent times. Price 
McGrath thought ho would win the inaugural Derby 
of 1875 with Chesapeake, his Kentucky Stakes win- 
ner of the year previous, and It. Swim, the crack 
rider of those times, had the mount on him iu the 
big race. Mr. McGrath did win that Derby, but it 
was with Aristides and not Chesapeake. Aristides 
piloted by the colored rider. Lewis, strode on to vic- 
tory in front of Volcano and Verdigris, while far 
back in the ruck that day came Chesapeake and 
Swim, that son of Lexington being the race’s first 
gieat disappointment. 

Vagrant, the winner of 1876. was somewhat fan- 
cied for the race during the winter previous, hut 
little is compared with P. Lorillard’s Parole, which 
was one of the warmest early favorites the Kentucky 
Dot-hy lias ever known. He ran unplaced in the race, 
but it is only justice to note that lie was a far 
superior race horse to Vagrant. Still liis defeat 
in the race only shows the glorious uncertainty 
which has always more or less attended this import- 
ant fixture. 

During the winter preceding the race in 1877, 
Leonard was regarded by all the wise people as a 
certainty, but he ran second, while Baden-Baden 
won. In 1878 came Day Star’s victory over Himyar. 
the latter having been proclaimed a sure winner of 
the Derby months before the race. 

Then there was Fonso’s victory over Kimball in 
1S80 and Apollo’s win from Ruunymcde in 1882, and 
Montrose’s in 1887. when Jiui Gore and Jacobin were 
supposed to have tin* race between them. But the 
worst jolt of all came in 1888 when the. Montana- 
owned oolt. SiKtkane, defeated the first Futurity win- 
ner. Proctor Knott. The next biggest surprise came 
in 1897. when the mighty Ornament went down in 
defeat before Typhoon II.. a gelding now pulling a 
milk wagon about the streets of Indianapolis, lnd. 
Hindoo. Lord Murphy. Leonatus. Ben Ali. Riley, 
Ilnluia and Plaudit are a few of the early favorites 
which made good in ihe big race, but the surprises 
far outnumber the victories of popular favorites in 
this race, and for many years horsemen have been 
looking upon the Kentucky Derby as an open race. 

Aside from Meridian. Kouuil the World and Cap- 
tain Cannody. whose chances are generally regarded 
best, there are twenty-seven other eligibles for the 
race this spring and some of them are looked upon 
as likely material. Twice in Mexico Beach Sand 
has won at a mile, once in 1:40 and again in 1:39$, 
and this handsome son of Rock Sand races in a man- 
ner to suggest that he' will like tin* Derby route of 
a mile and a quarter. E. It. Bradley also has a 
second 1k>w to his string iu Bell Horse, which was 
highly tried as a two-year-old and gets in the big 
race with a maiden allowance. Then J. C. Milam 
will make a bid for the race with Labold. a stak* - 
winner iu 1910. Wade McLetnore is coinin'* - from 
Juarez with liis good Texas-bred colt, Sterlin. and 
then there is Governor Gray, which may yet do ail 
tin- tilings in racing that trainer J. T. Williams has 
expected of him. Then supposing Marlborough 
should finally turn out to be tin* great colt that I. II. 
Wheat croft once thought lie was and Colston should 
also make good. There are still others in the race 
that may cut some figure when the event is decided 
May 13. 

Looking back over the many surprises that have 
marked the history of tin* Kentucky Derby it is a 
wise man indeed that will essay now to certainly 
pick tlife winner, facing, as lie does, the failures 
in this respect that have so often befallen tlie talent 
on the eve of the running of the event. 

But one thing is certain, it will lx* a great raw; 
in 1911. as it always lias been, and an enormous 
crowd will be on hand to cheer the victor as lie or 
she leads the field safely home. Never before lias it 
been necessary to say be or she iu connection with 
the probable winner of this race, but Round the 
World has made such 41 designation this season im- 
perative. and it may be that she will in May be 
crowned the Blink Bonny of the American turf. 



SHIPMENT OF 25 YOUNG ELMENDORF MARES 
TO BE MADE TO GERMANY SOON. 



Only Sixty of the 153 Mares Left on Famous Blue 
Grass Farm Devastated by Repressionary 
Legislation to Be Mated This Season. 



Lexington. Ky.. March 25. — The curtailment of 
James B. Huggins Elmeudorf Stud of thorough- 
bred horses has been rapid and certain and the 
process of abreviation is to be carried further. 
When Governor Hughes succeeded in having Uie 
Hart-Agnow lulls passed at a special session of the 
New York Legislature in June* 1908. Mr. Haggiu 
iiad on iiis magnificent farm near this city more 
than i.«hm> thoroughbreds, possibly 1 . 200 . There 
were thirty-two stallions and 475 broodmares and 
the others were numbered in the foals of that year, 
the yearlings and the two-ycar-okls aud tliree- 
year-olds. 

Mr. Haggin’s perspicacity brought him quickly to 
a realization of the havoc that would be wrought to 
the* horse breeding industry by the enactment of 
those repressionary laws and he at once laid plans 
for the systematic dispersal of the stud. Exporta- 
tions to England. France, Germany and the Argen- 
tine Republic were made at intervals and the horses 
were sold by public auction in those countries. 

John Mackey, t lit* veteran turfman who has been 
identified with the Ilaggin racing and breeding In- 
terests since and before the first thoroughbred set 
hoof on the great Rancho del Paso, now a sugar beet 
farm, near Sacramento, California, was here last 
week and made a count of the thoroughbreds at 
Elmendorf. There are, including tlie foals of this 
tear, 225 head — 153 broodmares, fifty-three year- 
lings, twelve stallions and the remainder foals. 

Of the broodmares, twenty-eight are at or above 
the yja* of eighteen and they are virtually pensioners 
upon the farm. They are not to be bred again and. 
under Mr. Haggin’s orders, they are to be well 
cared for until they die from natural causes. 

Twenty-five of the younger mares have been se- 
lected for exportation to Germany, where they are 
to go under the hummer at Hoppegarteu. The date 
for shipment has not been fixed, but it will be dur- 
ing tlie summer. 

Forty mares have been selected for mating with 
tin* four splendid Shire stallions that were imported 
from England last fall. It is Mr. Haggin’s expecta- 
tion that Hie animals thus produced will make ser- 
viceable general purpose horses. 

The remaining sixty mares are to be mated with 
the thoroughbred stallions at the farm, among which 
are Watercress. Star Ruby, Waterboy, Todd iug ton. 
Royal Flush III.. Goldfinch and Gerol stein, with 
tlie exception of Tradition, which is to go to the 
court of August Belmont’s Rock Sand. 

It has been decided to send thirty five of the 
yearlings to England early in June to Ik* sold at the 
July sales. The others will be disposed of in this* 
country, possibly here at Lexington in Septcinlier, 

Sorni* of the acres over which the thoroughbreds 
formerly roamed have been given over to dairy 
cows that have been imported in large numbers dur- 
ing the past two years: some are devoted to fauev 
sheep and some to swine and the remainder have 
been put in cultivation, approximately 300 acres 
being given over to tobacco. 

The dairy is just now Mr. Haggin’s hobby. He 
has the largest, the most costly and altogether the 
handsomest plant in the state. His cows, all im- 
ported. number approximately 1.000 and ho owns a 
number of extra fine bulls. A recently established 
department of the farm is that for the breeding of 
Welsh and Shetland ponies. The stallions and 
mares are all imported and there are among them 
some choice individuals. 

None of these things, however, are caleulatad to 
bring Mr. Haggiu the returns, either in dollars or 
pleasure, that he derived from his thoroughbred 
racers. •
